ish planes went up, in the hope of see- 
ing battles in the air. but the combat- 
ants soon disappeared. A number of 
airplanes which were already in the 
air proceeded in the direction of the 
tiring, followed by fighting planes. 


Soon the signal that the raiders had 


been driven off was sounded. In all 
about 20 machines passed and disap- 
peared toward the sea. 


Give New Warming*. 


Some excitement was caiied In (Lon- 


don by the sounding or the raid warn- 
ings, of which the first notice was giv- 
en in the morning's papers. At 8:30 
o'clock sound bombs were cent up 
from every fire station in the country, 
transforming the usual Sunday quiet 
into the din which London now asso- 
ciates with an air raid. 
The signal 


consisted of three bombs fired at in- 
tervals. 


In London t'.ie tube station* wer« 


the favorite places of refuge. , Somt 
persons whose breakfasts had been 
disturbed brought pots of coffee with 
them and finished .their repast on thi 
platforms of the station. 


There is little doubt an attempt wai 


made to reach London. In giving no- 
tice that warning signals would be 
fired, the authorities announced that 
such warnings would not be given un- 
til it appeared from notices received 
from the military that an attack on 
London was intended. 


The total casualties in the air raid, 


according to an official statement Is- 
sued this evening, number 11 killed 
and 26 injured. The damage to prop- 
erty is insignificant. 


A patrol of the Royal Flying corps, 


says the statement, encountered some 
hostile machines returning to Belgium 
and brought down one in the sea.

For many years feeder* have en- 


deavored to use so-called standard 
tables showing the theoretical num- 
ber of pounds each of to-called di- 
gestible protein, fats and carbohy- 
drates. 
TheM metbodi are fatally 


defective for the following reasons- 


First, the tables call for so mucb 


digestible food. If there was such a 
thing as digestible food it might fur- 
nish a basis to go by, but digestible 
food is really apparently digestible 
food, in that it disappears in the body. 
Just what use Is made of it Is not al- 
ways clear. Some of It turns into gas, 
some Is converted into beat, and mucb 
of it Is used in the labor of digesting 
and handling the food. In the case 
of straw and similar material, nearly 
all of Its energy is used up in the 
labor of digesting it. leaving little or 
no net gain. 
Straw should be re- 


turned to the soil. Take two samples 
of dried barley grains, each contain- 
ing the same amemnt of digestible 
food, and one will give twenty more 
therms or heat units than the other 


One hundred pounds of digestible 


food derived from roughage is about 
equal to eighty pounds derived from 
grain, so if we add together things 
which are unlike, we get no tangible 
results. It Is like adding so many 
pounds to so many gallons. 
So] the 


digestible basis of figuring rations IE 
very inaccurate 
The correct way is, 


first, to ascertain bow much protein 
and energy a cow needs to sustain 
life and keep weight 
You can get 


this from your experiment station, 
and ascertain how much is necessary 
to make one pound of milk of a cer- 
tain fat test, and then feed her as 
much protein and energy as la needed 
to maintain her and supply food for 
as many pounds of milk as she can 
make. 


This is a very difficult problem 


and few can do It, and we challenge 
any two men to tackle the same prob- 
lem under the same conditions and 
arrive at the same result. 


We cannot tell unless we try to find 


out, that a cow will not give more 
milk on more feed, or maybe as much 
milk on less feed. So feeding is large- 
ly-experimental, as no two cows are 
alike. 


However, the law of averages will 


hold, and the feeder can save all this 
trouble and much loss by feeding a 
ration which his experiment station 
has In most cases made, say three to 
four pounds of milk for each pound 
of mixed feed. 


There Is one thing certain 
The 


more solids and fat in the milk, the 
more feed needed per pound of milk 
So, a good mixed feed which is prop- 
erly combined and all the roughage 
sh« will eat will greatly simplify your 
feeding problem and a very little ex- 
perimenting will soon show you how 
tnuch concentrates each cow needs to 
produce a maximum yield.

Do v* y«t 


fully comprehend the Indirect toll that 
Is paid because of bad roads? Do we 
fully realize the annual loss through 
Inability to market crops when prices 
are best, the loss lu time and energy 
In dragging half loads over muddy 
roads when their depth almost equals 
their width, taking days to accomplish 
•what ought to be done in a few hours; 
the loss through exhaustion of teams, 
breakage of harness and vehicles, to 
say nothing of the expense of getting 
your autos stuck in mud far away 
from home and garages?

If, as was said at the bankers' con- 


vention In Topeka, the bank Is the 
heart of the community, then certainly 
the roads and highways are the veins 
that convey to this heart the -wealth of 
flock »nd field—its life blood—and 
these same roads and highways are the 
arteries that carry the thrill of this 
heart to all the activities within Its 
sphere of influence. 


Net profits alone make accumulations 


possible and easy means of communi- 
cation and transportation Improve so 
clal conditions, and I assert that true 
prosperity only comes when both of 
theae are secured and that good roads 
are the most Important factor In ob- 
taining them.

o gestlon, and in cases In which o 
o the vitality Is depleted this may o

o of the lower part of the nlimen- o 
O tary canal as to contribute large- o 
o ly to the atonic condition, which O 
o is a large factor In such cases, o 
O When the food Is not fully mas- o 
o tlcated It is held back In the o 
o small intestine as well as la the o 
o stomach, and this also has a tend- o 
o ency to establish a sluggish ac- o 


tlon, which contributes to the 
condition favorable to constipa- 
tion. 
While tlwrough mastica- 


tion will not cure those cases 
which may be largely due to bad 
mental condition, excessive mis- 
Ing of food, lack of exercise, 
overwork, too concentrated food 
or some physical defect of the 
Intestine, It Is an Important fac- 
tor, and more careful mastica- 
tion will contribute to improve- 
ment In all cases.

Stnto 
Agricultural 
Society 
Warns 


Against Slaughter or Female Calves. 


At a meeting of the New York State 


Food Supply commission, held at Syra- 
cuse, July 5 and 6, tho recommenda- 
tion was made and adopted that the 
farmers of New Tork state be wanicd 
against allowing heifer calvea from 
good dairy cows to be slaughtered for 
veal. The New York State Agricul- 
tural society approves this movement 
and is actively assisting In the conser- 
vation of good heifer calves. 


The recent high price of the cost of 


feed without a corresponding increase 
in tho price of milk has led many 
farmers, it is Bald, to veal their heifer 
calves. 
The New -York State Agricul- 


tural Census tnken this spring showed 
that there are now about 78,000 calves 
less than a year ago—a shortage of 
"6 per cent. 


When it is recalled that there are 


over two million less cattle in France 
alone than before the war and that 
even neutral countries have suffered a 
loss, it CQJJ bo readily sen that there 
will be a tremendous demand for dairy 
products from abroad for several years 
after the war. 
Further, a normal 


ratio between feed costs and tho value 
of dairy products is bound soon to be 
re-established. 
Tho future of dairy- 


ing, looking ahead 
a 
few years. Is 


-•iKht indeed. 
So that the 
farmer 


who is building for the years to come 
will do well to raise every calf that 
gives promise ot becoming a real pro- 
ducer. 
The society does not, of course, 


urge, the raising of heifers of inferior 
quality, for It still remains trire that a 
poor cow is not worth her keep. The 
very best way to get rid of poor cows 
Is to begin at once to 'breed better 
calves. A pure-bred bull of a good 
dnlry breed and hacked by a record 
for production will solve tho problem.

MAY REVOKE AUTO LICENSES 


New £aw Gives Secretary 
of 
State 


Power to Revoke License* Alter 
Opportunity tot Hearing Hag Been 
Given. 
Albany, July 22. — Statewide power 


in the way of suspension and revoca- 
tion of automobile license* -Is given 
Secretary of State Francis M. Hugo 
by an Interpretation of the Cromwell- 
Kelly act 
by the attorney general. 


While the new law In the main, gen- 
erally affects the motorists of Greater 
New York In that it compels them to 
take out an operator's license, it also 
gives ^cretary Hugo the power which 
places this state on an equal footing 
with New Jersey and Massachusetts 
in regulating the motorist. 
What IB 


more, Secretary Hugo is no 
longer 


obliged to wait the arrest and convic- 
tion of a reckless motorist before tak- 
ng away his license. Given the power 
of summons, he can now reach forth a 
egal arm and after 10 days' notice he 
can give the defendant a chance to be 
leard, and then if the circumstances 
ivarrant, can strip the offending auto- 
mobllist of the rights _r>.-hich had hith- 
erto given him the use of the state 
highways. 


Last year 44 persons had their li- 


censes revoked in this state. So far 
this year 13 licenses have been taken 
away, with Intoxication the contrlbut- 
ng factor in 10. From now on Secre- 
ary of State Hugo will hold hearings 
at various points in the state in carry- 
ng out these penal provisions of the 
Cromwell-Kelly act

{ at every meal and a radical curtail- 
ment la the use of porlc products and 
all butter and faU, have been made to 
Herbert 0. Hoorer, prospective na- 
tional food administrator, by the New 
York City Hotel association. If the 
plan la approved by Mr. Hoover—anjj 
it was devised along lines suggested 
by Mm In his food conservation an- 
nouncement*—patrons of New York 
hotels Trill probably have their first 
beefiess day In the near future. 
At 


the same time menu cards will con- 
tain announcement of the Inauguration 
of one day each week on which no 
beef will be served and of cnrtallment 
in the service of other products in 
which conservation of existing supplies 
la necessary. 


The scheme was presented to Mr. 


Hoover by Thomas D. Green, presi- 
dent of the Hotel association, and 
John MCfi. Bowman, In co-operation 
with Patrick V. Kyne, James Churchill 
and H. E. Taylor, representing the 
Society of Restaurateurs. The Hotel 
association 
represents 
105 hotels, 


which serve about 200,000 meals each 
day, and the Society of Restaurateurs 
Includes in its membership all of the 
big restaurants of Broadway and 
many of the smaller ones In other 
parts of the city. 


Tentative regulations governlnif the 


plan have been arranged and probably 
will be made permanent. They are: 


First.—Individual service of bread 


and butter of uniform weight, the rolls 
to weigh from one to one and one- 
fourth ounces. 


Second.—At least 10 per cent of other 


flour to be used in making wheat bread 
and rolls. 


Third.—Most breakfast rolls wDl be 


baked of other than wheat flour. 


Fourth.—Stale bread and toast trim- 


mings are t4t>e made into "war bread'1 
for guests and employees. 


Fifth.—Elimination of rmigh bread, 


which requires more butter than 
smooth bread. 


Siith.—Elimination of toast as a gar- 


nish to meat dishes. 


Seventh.—Discourage the use of fresh 


pork. 
j, 


Eighth.—Broiling, roasting, braising 


and stewing is to be encouraged and 
frying discouraged to conserve butter 
and lard. 


Ninth.—Service of veal, lamb and 


suckling pig to be discouraged. 


Tenth.—Beef to be eliminated one 


day each week other than Friday. 


Eleventh.—Cheese is to be removed 


from free lunch counters. 


Twelfth.—The use of sea food, fresh 


vegetables and fruits Is to be encour- 
aged.

The "war 
bread" which Is to be 


baked In the hotels is based on a sim- 
ple recipe and can be made by any 
housewife. It Is: On the basis of a 
butter tub of stale bread, crusts, etc, 
add ten quarts of water and ten ounces 
of salt; soak thoroughly and strain 
through a flour sieve. For this quan- 
tity use one-half pound of yeast and 
enough flour to make a very stiff 
dough.

Some of Their Big Achievements In <h» 


Industrial World. 


In chemistry, as in other practical 


matters, Americans have had the wis- 
dom to direct their energies to the 
special needs and opportunities of their 
country. For instance, they have built 
np the greatest sulphuric acid Indus- 
try in the world. And they have given 
so much attention to sulphuric acid 
simply because It is a prime requisite 
for our superphosphate fertilizers, our 
petroleum refining, our explosives for 
blasting and the numerous other sub- 
stances of which the United States Is 
the leading producer. 


Similarly American chemists orig- 


inated and developed the largest alu- 
minum Industry In the world, which 
supplies us with that lightest of all met- 
als In ever increasing quantities. They 
built up from its very inception the 
largest calcium carbide industry, which 
furnishes us that new chemical for 
producing acetylene light and which, 
mixed with oxygen, permits us to weld 
and cut metals by means of a burning 
3et of oxracetylene—an entirely new 
way of cutting steel—melting It like 
butter. Instead of slowly cutting or 
sawing it by mechanical devices. 


They built up the largest electrolytic 


soda industry, in which the powerful 
electrolytic current decomposes common 
kitchen salt and sets free that greeny 
gas chlorine as well as caustic soda. 
The public hardly knew this chlorine 
gas before its horrible use in compress- 
ed, liquefied condition for trench war- 
fare In the asphyxiating gas bombs. Its 
splendid uses for peace, as a purifler of 
our drinking water supplies, as an an- 
tlseptio and as a bleaching agent were 
hardly ever spoken of. As to caustic 
soda, it Is the base of soupmaking, of 
mercerized cotton goods, of soda pulp 
for our paper supplies, and It has end- 
less other usea In chemical industries. 


Our chemists were instrumental In 


providing us with the largest sulphite 
cellulose industry, whereby wood Is 
changed Into the raw material from 
which paper is made, and with our Im- 
mense petroleum refining Industry—a 
succession of chemical treatments and 
chemical processes. Another American 
chemical industry is tho manufacture 
of synthetic abrasives, striking Im- 
provements over tho grinding materials 
found in nature. 


We owe to an American chemist the 


production of artificial graphite, one of 
the very essentials of the electrochem- 
ical enterprises in which the United 
States Is a pioneer as well as a pace- 
maker, for giaphite "electrodes" and 
graphite "leaders" are the \yery en- 
trance doors through which the electric 
current flows into electric furnaces or 
electrolyzers whenever the use of met- 
als is Impossible.—"ii. H. Baekelond In 
Harper's Magazine.

Implement lor Using Kerosene in 
Motor Cars.

F. E. Chamberlain of Chicago, 111.,

Mrs, Irving H. Rowe for a cojple of 
days, left yesterday morning for Boa- 
ton, .Mass., taking a. trip northward 
through Vermont and New Hampshire 
enroute, and will return to New York 
city along the coast route. 


Mr. Chamberlain has designed an at- 


tachment for motor cars and car- 
buretors now in use on motor cars 
which permits the use of kerosene in 
place of the more costly gasoline and 
is making- 
a. 
test of the invention, 


which apparently gives promise to do 
much toward solving the fuel prob- 
lem. 
While Mr. Chamberlain is at 


present using gasoline for starting his 
engine and on steep grades he finds 
the attachment works successfully and 
with some 
improvements 
that can 


made is quite confident that kerosene 
will in a short time be available for 
popular use. On the trip to Oneonta 
and covering a distance of 225 miles 
Mr. Chamberlain used 12 gallons of 
kerosene and five gallons of gasoline 
and experienced no difficulty. 
He left 


Chicago July 9 and will give the at- 
tachment a pretty thorough test be- 
fore returning to his home. 


Mr. Chamberlain is engaged in the 


transportation business on the Great 
Lakes, but is a practical man and is 
making a study of this problem, hop- 
ing to aid In its solution rather than 
from the purely financial returns it 
may promise. He is a friend whom 
Mr. Rowe met while in Florida a few 
years since.

Including a general 
committee of thirty-five members, self 
perpetuating, from which Is selected 
an executive committed, which, in 
turn, elects members of the review 
committee.

divided Into sections, which nttcail 
from twenty-five to thirty picture re- 
views weekly. The general committee 
s a court of appeal for any pictures 
which may be lield for further consid- 
eration. It was formed, In 1009 and 
has always been gladly recognized, by 
the manufacturers, exhibitors and pro- 
ducers. 
Last year it caused to be 


eliminated 40,900 feet of objectionable 
films.
